Storm Center 


When 
she was 
14, her 


parents were divorced. During 
the years after her mother 
remarried, conflicts between

centered around Ruth. They 
grew with the years, and by 
the time Ruth entered college 
she had enough conflicts of 
her own to send her into deep 
depressions. 


At college Ruth became 


involved with a married man 
who was separated from his 
wife. After two years she 
dropped out of school. At the 
time she was being treated by 
a psychiatrist for depression. 
Then- she found she was 
pregnant. 


As soon as she knew, Ruth 


told the baby's father. She 
would-have married him, had 
he been free. Looking back 
now from the vantage point of 
time, she thinks she might 
still marry him, were he free 
and they had time to know 
each other again. 


All that is conjecture now, 


and Ruth is busy reassem- 
bling her life, building a new 


existence for herself and her 
daughter. 


As soon as she knew she 


was pregnant, Ruth says, she 
told her "mother, who became 
very upset and felt it better 
for Ruth to live away from 
home during her pregnancy. 
Because she was pregnant 
and could not stay at home, 
Ruth's doctor had her com- 
mitted to Winnebago State 
Hospital 
for 
treatment 
to 


control her depression. She 
was in a ward with five other 
women, all expecting children 
out of wedlock. Two of them 
were Negro. 


Looking back on her experi- 


ence at the hospital, Ruth 
says one good thing came out 
of it. She rediscovered a sense 
of her own worth. 


Tests for IQ revealed that 


Ruth tested close to genius. 
She says this gave her a jolt. 
She felt that if she were a 
genius, up to now she had 
been a wasted one. She began 
to realize she was capable of 
doing anything she wanted to 
accomplish, 
within 
reason. 


She had only to take charge of 
herself, make her own life, 
instead of letting it emerge 
from 
the machinations 
of 


others. 


When 
she was released 


from the hospital. Ruth was 
three months pregnant. 


No solution 


She went home for a week, 


and that didn't work out. She 
took off for Waukesha to stay 
with a woman who was a 
reformed alcoholic, only she 
wasn't reformed. Ruth rented 
a room in a run down 
rooming house. 


By this time, Ruth says, she 


felt defiant. Maybe no one 
else loved her, but she did. 


She had contacted the Mil- 


waukee County Welfare De- 
partment and been recom-

now known as Booth Memori- 
al. She was sent to Friendship 
House, a waiting place for 
people on their way to other 
homes.

In Difficulty 


Ruth admits that she was

there. The boredom, she felt, 
was overwhelming, and some

Fought Help 


Children's Service provided 


Ruth with a caseworker, but 
Ruth says she fought the help 
that was offered because she 
didn't think it was right for 
her. Wha'. she needed was to 
be alone, so she kept to her

visited friends near Milwau- 
kee who helped her laugh and 
forget for a while. 


When labor started, it was 


her landlady who took Ruth to 
the hospital Then she was 
alone.

easy. She shared a ward with 
three other mothers who had 
their babies brought to them 
for feeding. Hers was brought 
.too, although she suspects she 
should not have been. Until 
shortly after birth, she was 
resigned to having to give her 
child up. 


She left the hospital after

More Problems

mental hospital, Ruth ran into 
a whole new set of problems. 
Although released under her 
own custody, Ruth had lost 
her civil rights for a year. She 
could not represent herself in 
court and 
the judge had 


neglected to appoint a guardi- 
an ad litum for her or the 
child. She could therefore not 
petition for custody of the

passed. She paid 
for 
the 


child's care in the foster home 
for about six weeks, and then 
the b:by was placed under the 
custody of the Department of 
Public Welfare for a year. 


Made Up Mind 


Ruth moved to Appleton 


alone and got a job. She was 
bv now convinced that she 
wanted her daughter, and that 
she had to build such a life as 
would convince the court she 
was capable of handling the 
responsibility. She felt 
she 


could not return to her own 
home with the baby, although 
since then the picture has 
totally changed and her moth- 
er is so proud that she shows 
pictures of the child to the 
neighbors and brags about her 
progress. 


Asked Custody 


As soon as Ruth's civil 


rights were 
restored, 
she 


petitioned the court for custo- 
dy. Until then she didn't know 
where her daughter was, but 
she knew she was receiving 
good care. The court ques- 
tioned why Ruth had made no 
effort to see the baby, al- 
though she now claimed she 
wanted her. Her reply was 
that, while she waited, she 
had 
questioned 
the 
right 


course to take, and she felt 
that, had she seen her daugh- 
ter, there would have been no 
more reasoning 


Her appeal was not denied, 


but the hearing was postponed 
for four months. By then she 
had complied with the court's 
conditions as to home, stabil- 
ity and income. Her request 
to go on Aid to Dependent 
Mothers and finish school was 
turned down. The court felt 
this would not be adequate 
income and had told her to 
find a job. 


Took Her Home 


Ruth's daughter was a year 


old when she took her home. 
As the years go by and the 
child 
has 
questions, 
Ruth 


hopes to be articulate enough 
to give her answers in a 
satisfactory way. She says 
she'll face that situation when 


the times comes. It may not 
be easy, but the happiness she 
feels at having her baby more 
than makes up for whatever 
problems may be involved. 


She doesn't hide the fact 


that she isn't married. Ruth 
says. Those who know her 
well know the situation. They 
comment on her courage at 
attempting to rear the child 
herself. Friends invite Ruth 
and her daughter for dinner 
and treat her as they would

Not Easy Way

Jackie Robinson. 


The time was 3:20 p.m. The 


announcement was brief. The

ing- 


By making the announcenent 


of Robinson's purchase from the 
Montreal Royals, Rickey had 
tapped Robinson as the first 
Negro player to enter baseball's 
major leagues. 


Rickey made 
no comment 


that day but he made various 
remarks over the years that 
showed both his clear-thinking 
and his wit in breaking the color 
Sine while other teams were de- 
bating the Negro problem as a 
sociological issue. 


"The American public," said 


Rickey, "is not as concerned 
with a first baseman's pigmen- 
tation as it is with the power of 
his swing, the dexterity of his 
slide, the gracefulness of his 
fielding or the speed of his 
legs." 


Asked pointedly if Robinson 


had been brought up to solve a 
sociological 
problem, 
Rickey fj 


said: 


"I 
brought him up for one 


reason: To win the pennant. I'd 
play an elephant 
with pink 


horns if he could win the pen- 
nant." 


Starts Search 


Rickey, of course, started his 


search long before 1947 when he 
decided that the breaking of the 
color line in baseball was inevi- 
table. 'What Rickey wanted was 
a Negro who would be an exam- 
ple for his race as well as an 
outstanding ball player. 


Rickey then made his deci- 


sion. He would send three scouts 
through the Negro leagues — 
Tom Greenwade, George Sisler 
and Clyde Sukeforth Through- 
out the summer of 1945, Sisler 
and Sukeforth scoured the Ne- 
gro leagues. 


The two were never given any 


chance to compare notes and 
they made separate reports to 
Rickey. But both came up with

economic expansion going? 


But back of the specific issue 


of the day is the basic one over 
the years: whether the central 
bank should be independent to 
regulate money and credit as it 
deems wise for the economy, or 
should it be subject to orders 
from Congress or should it car- 
ry out the policies of the admin- 
istration. 


Hold Economy Steady 


The Federal Reserve Act 


Signed Dec. 23, 1913, by Presi- 
dent Woodrow Wilson set up a 
system to supervise banking 
practices, give the country an 
elastic currency and facilities 
for 
discounting 
commercial 


paper. The central bank also 
was expected to curb inflation- 
ary booms and counteract defla- 
tionary busts. In recerit years 
has been added the chore of 
keeping the U S blance of pay- 
ments deficit in mind when in- 
fluencing 
domestic 
interest 


rates. 


The board, and the 12 regional 


reserve banks, have three chief 
ways of doing all this- 


— Changing the discount rate. 


This influences the commercial 
banks' eagerness to borrow so 
that they can lend to business- 
men and consumers. It also 
moves 
their 
own 
interest 


charges up or down and in- 
fluences their customers' eager- 
ness to borrow. 


— Changing the reserve re- 


quirements of the members. At 
present they must keep as a 
reserve at their district federal 
reserve bank around $1 for ev- 
ery $6 of deposits from custom- 
ers. As this ratio is moved up or 
down, the member banks have 
more or less funds on hand for 
lending. 


Regulate Securities 


— Buying or selling of govern- 


ment securities in the open 
market. The Federal Reserve 
System open market committee 
does this regularly. When it 
sells it depletes member bank 
reserves since they withdraw 
these to buy the government 
securities When the Fed buys, 
it adds to members' reserves. 
Thus the Fed can make money 
plentiful or scarce, and there- 
fore 
make credit costly or 


cheap. 


The Fed also fixes the margin 


for stock buying, ruling how 
much a buyer must put up in 
cash, how much he can borrow. 
Changes in the margin can cool 
speculative fever — or, if stock 
trading is dull, encourage more 
buying by making it easier to 
buv with less cash. 


Stocks of the 12 federal re- 


serve banks are owned by mem- 
ber banks in each district. Re- 
turn on them is limited to an 
annual 6 per cent cumulative 
dividend. Above that, each re- 
serve bank adds to its surplus 
any amount needed to bring its 
surplus to twice the par value of 
its outstanding stock The re- 
mainder is turned over to the 
federal government. 


12 Banks 


The 12 banks, and regions, 


are: Boston, New York. Phila- 
delphia, Cleveland, Richmond, 
Atlanta,

The insecticide vaporizes and

Top yields of top 
quality alfalfa can only be 
obtained by following, as nearly 
as possible, these 10 cardinal 
rules of productive quantity and 
quality.

U. S. Battle Expenses Appear 
About $16.5 Million Per Day 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


cost of fighting the war in Viet 
Nam appears to be running at 
the rate of about $6 billion a 
year — or about $16.5 million 
daily. 


With the continued escalation 


of the war, this cost is likely to 
' escalate, too. 


The-bill for actually carrying 


on the war with U.S. arms, 
ships, planes and servicemen is 
apart from the roughly one bil- 
lion dollars being spent this 
year for' economic aid, surplus 
food shipments and direct mili- 
tary support for South Viet 
Nam's armed forces in the form 
of weapons and equipment. 


The specific figures reflecting 


current U.S. war costs are 'clas- 
sified. The most that officials 
working in the financial area 
will say is that it is running in 
the billions of dollars. 


Last April, Secretary of De- 


fense Robert S. McNamara esti- 
mated at a news conference 
that "The cost of the U.S. forces 
operating in waters of South 
Viet Nam and in the air and the 
cost of our advisory and logis- 
tical support is running on the 
order of $800 million a year." 


But at that stage there were

Another Approach in Viet Nam 


Various groups opposed to our involve- 


ment in the war in Viet Nam have urged 
that the United States suspend its bombing 
raids on North Vietnamese bases, limit 
ground action to holding what we have, 
announce a moratorium on sending more 
troops to Viet Nam and combine this with 
a massive emergency food and medical 
program to the people of South Viet Nam. 


The suggestions should not be taken 


lightly. The big problem is whether such 
a unilateral cease-fire would enable the 
Viet Cong and the North Vietnamese to 
improve their strategic 
positions, send 


more troops into the battle areas, and re- 
pair the damage in the North. If they did 
this and then fighting was resumed, the 
one-sided moratorium on combat would 
only serve to extend the war and add to 
American casualty lists. 


Last spring our bombing raids were 


suspended for a few days without any 
sign—as far as the American public was 
told—of interest in ending the war from 
the North. However, we must remember 
that this was before the monsoon season 
when the Viet Cong expected to drive out 
the Americans. They failed to do so. In 
fact, their casualties apparently were so 
high that Ho Chili Minn has been required 
to send a great many more regular North 
Vietnamese troops into the South. It is 
possible that now they would be more 
amenable to peace negotiations. 


We must remember that the Chinese 


Communists have not had a very good 
year. North Korea has increasingly drawn 
away from Peking's influence in favor of 
good relations with Moscow. The staunchly 
anti - Communist Indonesian army seems 


to be in firm command at present and 
Red China has withdrawn its aid to Jakar- 
ta. Even Singapore's expulsion from the 
Malaysian Federation has not'yet resulted 
in close ties with Peking. And Chinese in- 
fluence in Africa, which once looked like 
a fine place for subversion, has not gone 
well at all. Even the Red Chinese encour- 
agement of Pakistan in its struggle with 
India over the Kashmir and other border 
areas has not produced any results and 
Pakistan's president is once more on his 
way to visit at the White House. 


We do not know whether Communist 


China's assistance to North Viet Nam is 
extensive. But of course the very fact of 
China's size and population makes its suc- 
cesses and failures important to smaller 
Asian nations. 


The stories of Viet Cong atrocities in 


Viet Nam are very real and we do not for 
a moment scoff at them or at the fact that 
Communists will use any tactics necessary 
to gain their own ends. There is also the 
possibility that this is the time to stop 
their aggression rather than when Red 
China has an operative nuclear bomb. Sim- 
ple withdrawal of American troops from 
Viet Nam without assurances of some kind 
of protection for the anti-Communist pop- 
ulation is unthinkable. 


But we have the feeling that part of 


the escalation there is due to a factor we 
have often assigned only to Orientals—the 
fear of loss of face. If such loss of iace 
means the collapse of non-Communist gov- 
ernments in Asia, it is serious. If it merely 
means that our Secretary of Defense has 
to acknowledge that he made a series of 
blunders, it is not.

The poignant story is revived in a new 


book called The Silent Sky, by Alan W. 
Eckert, which may have a particular ap- 
peal to Wisconsin nature lovers because 
of the peculiarly prominent role this lovely 
creature played in the story of the extinc- 
tion of the species in our state. 


Our grandfathers who lived before the 


turn of the century knew this bird and 
its almost unimaginable abundance at one 
time. We who live today will have a better 
understanding of the ethics of conserva- 
tion if such publications remind us that 
its destruction was not necessary, and that 
it was one of the unfortunate character- 
istics of an exuberant and often thought- 
less frontier society. 


Yet the story will lose some of its 


value if we fail to apply it to contemporary 
challenges or fail to remember that the 
passenger pigeon was only one of the 
providential wildlife endowments in Wis- 
consin in a less "civilized" time. The Nat- 
ural Resources Committee of State Agen- 
cies, in its annual report, portrays on its 
attractive cover some of the other casual- 
ties of the human domination of the 57,000 
square miles of area that is Wisconsin. 


As far as Wisconsin records show, the

passenger pigeon became extinct here in 
1899. But before that time other species 
passed into history, in Wisconsin terms, 
including the Carolina paroquet in 1844. 
the bison in 1832, the caribou in 1842, the 
wild turkey in 1872, the trumpeter swan 
in 1893, the elk in 1866, the wolverine in 
1870, and the cougar in 1884. The story 
did not end with those. The state docu- 
ment lists the fisher as disappearing be- 
tween 1900 and 1920, the marten in 1925. 
and the moose in 1921. 


Not all of these were destroyed wil- 


fully. Some of them could not survive man 
as neighbor and competitor for living 
space. Thus their departure was an in- 
evitable result of the settlement of the 
state which no conservation 
measures, 


however advanced, could have forestalled. 


Yet there will be some nature lovers 


in this last half of the 20th Century, we 
would guess, who believe that we should 
be cautious about our wildlife manage- 
ment policies on the basis of our careless 
history so often repeated in the past. Cur- 
rently the State Conservation Commission 
reports some success with the artificial 
restoration of the wild turkey in central 
Wisconsin, as an example, and sportsmen 
are pressing for a shooting season on the 
birds. At least one conservation commis- 
sioner appears reluctant. We are inclined 
to share his reservations. 
Perhaps we 


should pause for a few more years, to be 
absolutely sure that some gun harvesting 
is needed within the conceptions of wise 
game management

The State Department of 


Taxation 
may 
draw some 


comfort from the observation, 
as it issues worried press 
releases about a seemingly 
increased 
problem 
of 
tax 


delinquency. A new group of 
people is involved there too. 


A generation ago the tax 


collectors of Wisconsin were 
worried about a perilous ratio 
of delinquency among property 
taxpayers, when the depres- 
sion destroyed the ability to 
pay of thousands of household- 
ers, merchants, farmers and 
others. Today property tax 
delinquency is virtually nonex- 
istent. 


During the last couple of 


decades 
of rising personal 


income tax liability, successive 
tax commissioners solemnly 
discussed remedies. The rem- 
edy was found, in the wage 
and salary 
withholding act 


which was a kind of confession 
by the state government that 
tax liability had exceeded the 
capacity of the average man 
to comply voluntarily or easily 
with 
the 
demands of 
the 


assessors. 


THE SALES TAX 


The new tax delinquency 


problem, curiously enough, in- 
volves the newest member of 
the numerous family of Wis- 
consin taxes, the sales tax, 
and the one that its sponsors 
so often claimed would be the 
easiest, by its very nature, to 
collect by the agents of the tax 
administration. 


The new sales taxes are 


being paid by the public, if not 
cheerfully, then at least with 
less 
overt resistance 
than 


some of the politicians had 
feared when the first tentative 
actions were taken half a 
dozen years ago. 


But the assessors ere having 


their dificulties in getting the 
remittances of those collec- 
tions from the vendors, the 
merchants and others who are 
in effect the agents of the 
state 
in 
the 
business of 


extracting this new levy from 
the 
Wisconsin body politic. 


During the last year the dollar 
total 
of 
delinquency 
has 


tripled. It now stands 
at 


around $1.5 million, which is a 
formidable sum, remembering 
the recent rate of increase. 
Obviously 
the 
department 


must "do something." Its first 
act was to put out a press 
release, in the style of the 
times, warning about a crack- 
down, and reminding the slow 
paying vendors that the penal- 
ties at its command are more 
severe than those that were 
ever available for the yielding

from 
the 


reluctant community. 


The chief penalty, it is worth 


while noting, is the revocation 
of the seller's permit which 
has accompanied the adminis- 
tration of the new sales tax 
program, in effect a state 
license to do business. Having 
lost that, the delinquent mer- 
chant must go out of business. 
SEVERITY 


The department's warning 


acknowledges, somewhat sol- 
emnly, perhaps, 
that such 


revocation is a "serious penal- 
ty," and that thus far it has 
revoked only four permits out 
of 
the 
tens 
of 
thousands 


issued. It is severe, indeed. 
The bystander is inclined to 
ask, in fact, whether its very 
severity may not be a handi- 
cap, since it is unlikely that 
any administrator will use it 
except under the most provo- 
cative circumstances. 


It may be presumed that 


many of the delinquents are 
marginal operators, or those 
who are only glancingly in- 
volved in sales tax collections 
which remain selective rather 
than 
general. 
Larger 
and 


extablished businesses would 
scarcely be inclined to risk 
their credit standing in such 
fashion. Yet the gloomy warn- 
ings about the availability of 
onerous penalties provide an- 
other reminder that there is a 
heavy cost involved in the 
unceasing public demands for 
the enlargement of govern- 
mental services and benefits, 
even in affluent times.

Why Does Germany 
Want to Join N Club?

The difference between poli- 


ticians and people was again 
vividly underlined last month, 
when Chancellor Erhard of 
West Germany called upon 
NATO 
to 
end its 
"unjust 


n u c l e a r 
discrimination" 


against his country. 


m "... S» tt'» «ne we'i p«y more for this stiff a* home, 


Harris 


While West Germany doesn't 


seek national control over 
nuclear weapons, Erhard said, 
"we should not be denied all 
nuclear participation just be- 
cause 
we 
are 
a divided 


nation." 


This strikes me as a fantas- 


tic request. Why should West 
Germany want to get into the 
nuclear weapons club? Abso- 
lutely nothing would be gained 
from a military or strategic 
viewpoint; 
in any muclear 


outbreak, 
West 
Germany's 


role would be trivial, marginal 
and irrelevant. 


Most of the German people 


know this. Many of them have 
become devout pacifists, espe- 
cially 
among 
the 
younger 


people, who have realized how 
the past generations of mili- 
tarism have reduced Germany 
to impotence. They want no 
part 
of war, weapons 
or 


"balance of power" that has 
never been able to keep the 
power in balance. 


But 
politicians see these 


things differently. They want 
membership in the club, for 
reasons of status and influence 
and self-importance. They want 
the right to participate in any 
international suicide pact that 
is formed. They want to go 
out, if go out they must, with 
a 
bang and not with a 


whimper. 


Although proud of them- 


selves as "pragmatists" and 
"realisu," most politicians are 


divorced from the realities of 
life. They no longer think in 
terms of people—which is the 
only reason for political life in 
the first place—but in terms of 
alliances and strategies and 
influence. 
Politics 
is 
a 


"game," and the fact that the 
"pieces'* are living human 
beings is usually subordinated 
to the players' desire to win. 


This is unrealistic, especial- 


ly today, for the very idea of 
"winning" has become obso- 
lete. If there is one thing we 
can be absolutely sure of, it is 
that no one will "win" the 
next war, but everybody will 
lose. It is this awareness of 
the 
mass-suicide aspect of 


nuclear 
warfare 
that 
has 


moved the Catholic Church to 
modify its traditional position 
on war and to oppose the 
stockpiling of nuclear wea- 
pons. 


Instead of trying to get into 


the club, Erhard should be 
glad to be out of it, as most 
small countries are glad to be 
out of it. For the people, if not 
the politicians, recognize what 
is called the "N factor" in 
nuclear weapons—that is, the 
more nations posessing them, 
the greater chance that some- 
one will set of a blast. This is 
statistically undeniable, and 
the most frightening 
thing 


about nuclear proliferation. 


To speak of "unjust nuclear 


discrimination," 
as 
Erhard 


does, is like asking for the 
right to help spread bubonic 
plague. Nuclear war is per se 
unjust, and to refuse to wage 
it is the distinguishing mark of 
the just man.
